An Act granting to John -Hamilton the right to establish and
maintain a, ferry across the St. Groin: Jtvoer

Swrrroy 1. Ferry charter granted to John Hamilton.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of Minnesota Territory:

SECTION 1. That John Hamilton, his heirs, executors, administrators F™**.ch-rt*f

or assigns, shall have the exclusive right and privilege, of keeping and •*""*•*•
maintaining a ferry across the St. Croix river, in Chisago county, at a
point where the section line between sections twenty-seven and thirty-four,
m township thirty-five, north of range nineteen west of the fourth mere-
dian, intersects said rivet-, for the period of fifteen yean, and no other
ferry shall ho established within one mile either above or below said

Point.
Sso. 2. That the said John Hamilton shall at all times keep a safe ^J^ *££ "J

boat or boats, in good repair, sufficient for the accommodation of all per- kept,
sons wishing to cross said ferry, and shall give prompt and ready attend-
ance on passengers and teams on all occasions, and at all hours, both at
night or day; but persons wishing to cross at said ferry (at night) after 0
o'clock may be charged double the fare as hereinafter prescribed.

SEO. 3. The rates charged for crossing the above ferry shall not exceed *»**•<* ton.
the following:

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Bond* required. gBC, 4, The said John Hamilton shall, within six months after the pas-
sage of this act, file or cause to bo filed with the clerk of the board of
county commissioners of Chisago county, a bond to the said board of
commissioners with two or more good, sufficient sureties, to be approved
by the said Commissioners in the penal Bum of five hundred dollars, con**
ditioncd that they will fulfill all the duties that are imposed upon them in
the foregoing sections; and in case of their failure or neglect so to do, they
shall forfeit all the benefits that might have accrued to them from the
passage of this act.

^inepiigftgood SEC. 5. For every neglect in keeping good and sufficient boats, or
*«*• failure to give prompt and due attendance, the said John Hamilton shall

forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty dollars, to be recovered by a civil action
before any court having competent jurisdiction.

SEC. 6. Any person who shall sustain any injury by the negligence of
the said John Hamilton, or any ferryman in his employ, may have a rem-
edy on the bond required by this act.

Few to alter or Stc. 7. The Legislature may at any time alter, amend, modify or re-
• peal this act. '
